five years, is in* no way connected 
with the population census taken 
every ten years and all inform a­ 
tion obtained will be with held from 
the public as far as individual re- j 
ports are concerned. Data gathered I 
may not be used in assessing taxes, i 
the departm ent has stated. 
Questionnaires have been mailed 
to every farm known to the depart­ 
ment. These questionnaires contain 
groups of questions to be answered 
in V riting and delivered to the cen­ 
sus taker when he calls at the farm. 
The questions cover every phase of 
agricultural activity. When the cen­ 
sus is complete the departm ent will 
have accurate inform ation on the 
am ount of land under cultivation, 
the am ount of land suitable for 
cultivation but unused, the acreage 
of waste land, the am ount of live 
stock and poultry in the country and 
the value of various crops. Other 
questions will determ ine the num ber 
of tenant farm ers and the num ber 
of farm owners. Persons engaged in 
agricultural industries will be clas­ 
sified according to race, age and 
sex.

heer said. "The last census, taken 
immediately after the war was made 
under abnorm al conditions.”

STILL YATER, Okla.— If fields of 
cotton infected with Texas root rot 
are to be rid of the disease, farm­

at least five inches deep and plant 
the fields to oats or some cereal 
( crop next spring. 
That is the report of Prof. Fred 
M. Rolfs, head of the department 
of botany and plant pathology at 
Oklahoma A. and M. college. Profes­ 
sor Rolfs has just completed a study 
of the root rot, which he says in 
the last year did eight million dol-j 
lars damage to Oklahoma cotton 
crops. It is most active in south-1 
eastern Oklahoma. 
I 
Root rot has been regarded as of 
considerable 
economic 
importance 
in Texas for the last forty years, 
says Professor Rolfs, and it is his 
opinion that it spread , into Oklaho­ 
ma from that state. Its origin is 
unknown, but there are indications 
that it is a native disease of weeds 
in Texas. It is thought likely that 
it is transferred from 
wefeds to 
cotton.

Usually several 
i large lateral roots develop on the 
*tem just below the surface of the 
ground. 
Apparently 
these 
lateral 
roots are the lust* of the root sys­ 
tem to be consumed. 
“The disease spreads from plant 
to plant so that the number of 
dead plants gradually increases as 
the season advances, and in old cot­ 
ton field many spots

per cent of the plants in a field are 
killed by the end of the season.
